THOSE PIRACY 
REGULATIONS. 


Tho publi sation of the minority 
report issued by tho roprosent- 
atives on the Hongkong Piracy 
Rogulations Committoo of tho 
British and Chineso Chamborr of 
Commorce and tho two maritimo 
Guilds, enables us to commont 
on a subject which has beon 
disoussed in intorosted circles for 
several wooks past. Attho Outsot 
it becomes obvious that thexo 
Toprosentatives of the unofficial 
parties concerned with Piracy 
suppression wera disappointed at 
finding that thoy had not been 
asked to moet for the Purposo of 
advising on genoral measuros, 
but meroly to considor proposed 
now ruler, in effect oven moro 
drastic than existing ones. This 
policy of “tightoning up” tho 
regulations has charactorisod tho 
official attitude of lato, and one 
can only conclude that tho 
Government hag boon appealed to 
by its rosponsiblo ofticors because 
the prosont moasures ore con- 
sidered inadoquato. This might 
be duo to tho strict lotter of tho 
law not being adhored to in 
ovory caso, but it cannot be said 
that the ships’ porsonnol have 
not as a whole tried their best to 
obsorvo tho regulations, and if 
there is any minor broach oo- 
casionally, tho evidont reason ia 
tho difficulty of carrying out ali 
tho measures in thoir ontiroty. 
It appears to us that the Govorn- 
mont might havo tried to mitig- 
ate tho rogulations, substituting 
bottor ones of uo loss onorous 
naturo, rathor than adopt a 
policy of moro rigorous onforco- 
mont. But tho minority roport 
indicates that littlo, if any, offort 
has boon mado to consider tho 
wishes of tho vommitteo-mon who 
spoke on bohalf of tho unofficial 
Partios conoorned, and we foar 
that tho result has beon to give 
tho turn of ovonts a suggestion of 
Administrative autccraoy guoh ap

OF outstanding importance in 
this controvoray, from the point 
of viow of tho genoral public, ia 
tho rofusal to porthtt tho ““out- 
sidors" to submit thoir advico on 
& revision of tho present rogula- 
tions—for that is what it amounts 
ta. Wo think wo aro right in 
stating that, thoprovailing opinion, 
whon the Chambors of Com- 
merco and’ Guilda wore asked 
to appoint roprosentatives -ta 
tho Piracy Committee, was that 
{t was felt tho rogulations 
noedod -rovision-and the views of 
tho porsons most concerned 
woro to be invited and, if thoy 
merited it, deferred to. That 
this was a false boliof has been 
disclosed by the making public 
the facts of tho caso. The dis- 
covory that thoy wore to he mere 
figures at tho conferences led, 
theso roprosontatives to the con- 
clusion that thoir prosonce would 
SOrve no usoful purpase, and 
thoy consequently Tosignad. 
Thus tho position of tho buainoss 
community and tho shipping 
fratornity the piracy 
rulos and regulations, and the 
officials ontrusted with tho task 
of enforcing thom, romains in

over. This is, to say the least, o 
most rogrottable condition of 
affairs, 

Whon wa como to a porusal of 
the minority recommondations, 
wo find a vory good caso mado 
out for reform. ‘Thoro is nothing 
really now in the changer 
advocated. Tho insistonco on 
the Navy taking over tho actual 
supprossion of piracy has been 
mado off and on for a considor- 
ablo poriod, more than a yonr in 
fact. Tho objection to Indian 
guards who do riot ‘always per- 
form thoir dutios, tho inconven- 
handicaps of the 
convoy systom, tho danjor of tho 
grillos to passengers, and tho 
question of whether tho police 
searches aro roally as thorough 
as they could bo (with a bigger 
staff), aro matters which: have 
beon doalt with in our columns 
before. The roport of the minority 
mom bors of the committee merely 
ombodies all those items undor 


iences ond 


one hoad, and placos them more 
effectively boforo tho responsible 
authoritios. Thora oro sovoral 
excellont points brought out 
which should woigh-with those 
whoso duty it is ultimately to 
decido what is to be or not to bo. 
The exponse of a naval patrol 
would be balanced by tho saving 
on the special police sorvices, 
supplomonted by funds out of 
the Colony’s -oxchoquor. It is 
not a question in which ox- 
poendituro should be allowed to 
woigh with the adniinistration, 
Particularly in tho case of a 
Colony whioh is in the fortunate 
ponition of having ‘a balance vory 
much on the ‘right dide. “In tho 
absence -of prospects .of usoful 
cc-oporation -by tho Chinese. 
authoritios, wo must tackld the 
job ourselves, and by all moans 
let us not jib at a matter of ox: 
ponse. Thoro is ono foaturo of 
the report. undor discussion, 
again, which londs it tho groatest 
servico, and that ia tho atatomont 
by tho head of the Naval patrol-— 
itsolf desorving of bettor provision 
by the Govornmont—which opor- 
on tho Kongmoon run. 
Hore wo havo ‘ondorsomont of 
the main oriticiums by tho 
businoss and sh{pping mou, and 
strong advocacy of an adoquact 
and comprehonstvo patrol eystom, 
by tho man bost qualified to 
oxpross an opinion. Thore can 
no longor bo any. suggostion that 
the unofficial rocommondations 
aro thoso of moro idoslists. Thoy 
desorvo the fullest consideration, 
in thotr absoluto ontiraty, by tho 
powors- that bo.

For timo past, wheat pricos 
have been soaring upwards, and 
it has been ovident that the 
eventual upshot was buund to bo 
a rise in the price of broad. 
Hongkonz, dopondont as it. is 
on outsido sources for its supplios 
of flour, has. inevitably been drawn 
into the vortex, and ag from tho 
beginning of next month we 
shall bo compelled to pay moro 
for tho stall of life.” Thero is 
an interesting ovornight telogram 
on the wheat position elsewhere 
in this issue, which throwa a deal 
of light on the situation. But 
even bofore that came to hand, 
we learned somo interesting facta 
regaiding the prices of flour 
locally, which havo been caso 
factor nocossitating the inerlved 
in broad prices now resoicus 
upon. Compared with pr 
provailing in April of last y°*!, 
thoro has boson an oighty por 
cont. incroaso in tho cost of tho 
raw material to local buyers, and 
with further advancos boing 
recorded, thoro had been no 
option but to raise the cost of the 
loaf to consumers. Tho main 
factor in tho situation appoars 
to bo shortago of whoat, causod 
both by reduced production and 
incroased demand, but thoro is 
also somo ovidonce of “cornar- 
ing,""—a development which can- 
not bo too sevorely condemned. 
However, Hongkong cannot avert 
that. Unhappily, we ara tho 
victima of ao combination of 
circumstances, and our only 
satisfaction is to feel that our 
purvoyors of tho chiof nocossity 
of lifo aro not instituting tho now 
rates with any Idoa of reaping 
incroasod profits.

The Rbedodon- 
were, magnificent and 
bowildering from troos 40 or 50 
foot. bigh to tiny 
plants not rising an inch abqve 
the rocks, but so crowded with 
lurge trumpot flowers of flaming 
scarlot as to bo visible a milo 
away. Wo found also a bush 
Rhododendron with beautiful 
orange flvwers, the rarest of all 
colours in tho genus, 

Second only: to the Rhodod- 
endrons in banuty wero tho 
primulas of which wo found 1 
dozen new species on tho Dos. 
hong La alono. Thoro. wore 
swatmps—Pernako is all swamp 
and jungle carpeted with: prim- 
ulas of many colours, violot 
cherry, red, gamboge, turquoise 
Many of those plants are not only 


of botanical intorost, but of groat]: 


horticultural value. 

In July wo reconnoitred tho 
entrance to the Tsangpo Gorge, 
near Gyala. Tho rivor + as in 
full flood, and where it passes 
Namcha Barwa, was an amazing 
sight. Tho geadiont is oxtra- 
ordinarily stoop, and tho tivor-bod 
blocked with bouldors as big on 
housos. Great waves loap 20 
fect into tho air, ano for, miles

son than a rivor. 
IN HIGH ALTIPUDES, 

In Juy wo again visited the 
Himalaya and reached tho 
summit of theo Nam La, tho 
Inogt ooktern pasa over tho 
range, about 17,000 foot high. 
Wo found tho pass occupied 
by, a glocior, or rathor by o 
snowfiold which feoda a glacior 
on cither side, Wo woro unable 
to move our camp across indood, 
no native would accompany us 


‘Ito the top, So wo did not again 


visit Pornako, Tho routo to the 
Nam Lo ovor tho groat morainos 
of vanished and — shrinking 
glaciors, is: rathor arduous, os is 
tho final ascent up. a steep snow 
fece, in which wo sank to our 
kn cs, tho snow at this soason 
being sory eoft. At tho foot of 
the Nam La wo found ao fino 
glacier lako about six miles 
round. Tho pasa is little usod. 

In August wo travolled north- 
wards through Kong-bo, ovor the 
groat fnowy Taangpo-Salwoon 
divido, through a besutifal 
country of lakos, glaciere, foroste 
and flowery Alpin meadows till 
wo reached tho southern Lhasa- 
China road, and the barren_wind 
swept plateau onco mora = With- 
in a woek. wo crossed thrao 
parecs of ovor 17,000 foot, and on 
August 30 oxporionced ao hoavy 
fall of snow. Fotlowing tho 
Lhasa road westwards foro fow 
days, wo reached tho hoad- 
watora of tho Gyanda rivor and 
followod it down to the Tsangpo 
reaghing our baso in, the middlo 
of Soptombor. Thora had been 
honvy floods in’ tho north also 
and. tho. fino Gyanda bridges 
havo bron carried away. 

During this trip wo made an in- 
toreating collection of high level 
plants from betwoon 16,000 and 
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18,000 foot. Wo aro now in camp, 
collocting soods of our trophios. 
Tho woathor continuos bad— 
heayy showers of rain and florco 
hailatorms day ofter day.’ When 
Its fino thero is spread boforo us 
a marvollous panorams. Tho 
wholo glittoring rango of snow 
poke at tho northeast ond of the 
Himalaya, risos boforo us, of o 
distance of six miles, and towor- 
ing ebove all likoa ohurch stooplo 
abovo cottage roofs, tho whito 
spiro of Namcohs Barwa. Opposite 
it, and continuing north- 
wards ia Gysla Peri, 23,460 
foot Tho range appoars continu- 
ous but botwoon thesa two sontinel 
poaks, throo milos from us but 
5,000 foot bolow, tho Tsangpo 
forcos ita way in a Rorgo 10,000 
feot deop. Such is this wondorful 
river, Wo, oxpect to, bo back in 
India about tho ond of Fobruary.
